gelists preach to their Jewish brethren, 
for the same reason that special evan- 
gelists were secured to preach the gospel 
to the foreign element of our population. 
And not only proper, but the right thing 
to do...i. e.... to give back to the Jews 
a gospel which the Gentiles received 
from them, and this aside even from the 
Scriptural order of preaching, which is 
‘"To the Jew first.’’ Attention was 
called by the eminent Evangelist Dr. L. 
W. Munhall to the Jews in the course of 
his masterly address on ‘The Book of 
Books,’’ before a vast congregation of 
Christians at the Second Presbyterian 
Church, ‘‘to whom were committed the 
oracles of God,’’ and that their day is 
coming when they shall share in the 
gospel blessings, and become a blessing. 
This reference was comforting to the 
number of Hebrew-Christians present 
that Monday afternoon. 


Stirred up.—Some of the Jewish papers 
are much agitated at the methods and 
means of the ‘‘Conversionists.’’ These 


_ writers are frothy at the Christian efforts 


to sow seeds of kindness among their 
own people. ‘They fail to see their great 
need of the Christ of God, who is the 
‘hope of Israel.’’ Nevertheless, Jews 
in larger number are flocking to mission 
halls, to medical dispensaries, seeking 
employment at industrial missions and 
finding succor and sympathy from Jew- 
ish-Christian brethren, or from Gentile- 
Christians who have Israel’s welfare at 
heart. 


Industrial Misstons. Each mission, 
small or large, is facing the problem as 
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to the care of converts. They. find 
themselves practically cut off from kin- 
dred and friends and unless they can be 
specially guarded and kept under right 
influences, Satan will ensnare them to 
make stumbling blocks out of them. 
An industrial plant is greatly needed in 
Pittsburg. Already in possession of a 
substantial headquarters, on a lot of 100x 
130, we have abundant room for a num- 
ber of shops for this branch of the work. 
As publishers of tracts and missionary 
literature a printing and book-binding 
plant would afford a good start and help 
to develope the mission atlarge. Trunk 
and umbrella making appeal to us as 
activities to the liking of the class of 
people we deal with. All this cannot be 
undertaken in human wisdom, but if the 
means were at hand, we have the faith 
that He will direct our steps. The in- 
crease of the Jewish population makes 
this move imperative, if we are to make 
the gospel to them effective and practical. 
Industrial missions are successfully 
conducted in England and Germany and 
why not here? Will our friends unite 
with us in prayer about this matter? 
We ought to have such a plant by next 
fall. The Lord grant it.

Passover.—The Jewish Passover will be ob- 
served this year, beginning on Wednesday eve- 
ning, March 30, and continue for eight days. 
It is the great festival of the Jewish year, the 
commoration of the national birthday, dating 
back nearly 3,500 years. It marked the divine 
favor and protection in preserving their first- 
born from destruction. he blood of the Pass- 
over lamb had been sprinkled upon the lintels 
of the doors of their houses, and the destroying 
angel passed by the Jewish homes for the Lord 
said, ‘‘ When I see the blood, I will pass over 
you.) Baie: | 

The lesson which it was to teach the children 
of Israel was, Ist—Deliverance from the bond- 
age of Egypt. 2nd.—Protection under the blood 
of the Pascal Lanb. 3rd.—The confession of sin 
and their need of atonement. 4th.—The obedi- 
ence and exercise of faith. 5th.—The removing 
of leaven and the eating of bitter herbs denoting 
repentance and the putting away of all sin. 
6th.—Their separation unto a holy life. 7th.— 
The whole a type of the anti-type, foreshadow- 
ing the coming of their Redeemer. ; 


The observance of the Passover has undergone 
a radical change since the synagogue has as- 
sumed the spiritual authority over the people. 
There is no’Pascal Lamb, no blood for a sign of 
protection, a shank-bone is substituted and plac- 
ed on the Passover table to remind the Hebrew 
that is written: ‘‘In the tenth day of this month 
they shall take to them every man a lamb... 
‘Your lamb shall be without blemish’... And 
this shall be unto you for a memoral... ‘ye 
shall keep it a feast by an ordinance forever.’ ”” 

Thus the Jewish nation is preserved as a sep- 
arate people, and by their rites and ceremonies 
clearly show the departure from God’s apointed, 
way, and by their traditions have made of none 
effect the Word of God. Hebrew-Christians, 
the called-out ‘‘remnant,”’ enter into the enjoy- 
ment and blessing of the spiritual life through 
faith in the Passover sacrifice by which atone. 
ment is made, ‘‘Christ our Passover is sacrificed 
for us,’’? 1 Cor. 5: 7, by which application is 
made, and a far greater event celebrated than 
the deliverance out of Egyptian bondage. This 
is the heart of the Gospel. Christ, the Pasca’ 
Ivamb, who taketh away the sin of the world 
How long will our Jewish brethren feast upon 
shank-bone which cannot feed the soul of man:

JERUSALEM.

Gop, who in the beginning created the 
heaven and the earth, appointed lights in 

e firmament both to divide the day 
from the night, and to be for signs and 
for seasons and for days and for years, 
ine greater light, the sun, to rule the day, 





and the lesser light, the moon, to rule the 
night. (Gen. 1214-17.) 

It is worthy of profound attention how 
often these two great luminaries are 
brought into phenomenal prominence in 
connection with the city of Jerusalem. 
The first mention of this city in its full 
characters in the T’nach is when its King 
Adoni-zedec (a remarkable contrast to 
Melchizedek of whom we wrote in our 
first article) stirs up four other kings to 
combat with the city and people of Gid- 
eon because they had made peace with 
Joshua and with the children of Israel. 
When Jehovah had cast down great 
stones from heaven so that they were 
more that died by the hail-stones than 
they whom the children of Israel slew by 
the sword.—Then spake Joshua to the 
Lord in the day when the Lord delivered 
up the Amorites before the children of 
Israel, and he said in the sight of Israel, 
(Oh, amazing faith! Oh, dauntless 
courage!) ‘Sun, 

‘Sun, stand thou still 'upon Gibeon 

And thou moon in the valley of Adjalon.’ 
And the sun stood still and the moon 
stayed until the people had avenged 
themselves upon their enemies. Is not 
this written in the book of Jasher? So 
the sun stood still in the midst of heaven 
and hasted not to go down about a whole 
day. And there was no day like that be- 
fore it or after it that Jehovah hearkened 
unto the voice of a man for the Lord 
fought for Israel. (Joshua 10:11-14.) 

Surely there is some connection be- 
tween this wonderful intervention of 
God against the Amorites, whose ring- 
leader was the King’ of Jerusalem, and 
the fact that over and over again the 
Lord had spoken to Israel in the Book of 
Deuteronomy (Chapters xti:xvili) of 
that city (though without mentioning its 
actual name) as the place which He had 
chosen for Himself for His name to 
dwell there, and the center for His people 
to assemble for their great annual Festi- 
vals, Passover, Pentecost and Taberna- 
cles. Heaven and earth combine to 
bring His purposes to pass, when man 
dares to resist. 

Naturally we should not have thought 
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it necessary fot Jehovah to warn His 
chosen people Israel against worship- 
ping the sun, the moon, or any of the 
host of heaven (Deut, xvii:3) atid thus 
going deliberately against God’s Law 
and placing His works higher than His 
holy commands and therefore than His 
glorious Person; but alas! so it proved. 
When at Jerusalem in the days of King 
Hezekiah, the promise came from God, 
“T will deliver thee and this city out of 
the hands of the king of Assyria and I 
will bring again the shadow of the de- 
erees which is gone down at the sun- 
dial of Ahaz ten degrees backward. So 
the sun returned ten degrees by which 
degrees it was gone down. (Isaiah 
xxxvili:6-8). Hence we have Heze- 
kiah’s Psalm of Deliverance which fol- 
lows; but by the days of his great grand- 
son, Sun worship was so far established 
(perhaps partially out of superstititious 
regard for this miraculous sign) that it 
was necessary for Josiah to take away 
the horses that the kings of Judah had 
given to the sun at the entering in of the 
House of the Lord and to burn the char- 
iots of the sun with fire. (II Kings 
xxili:11). In the days, of Ezekiel the 
prophet the greatest abomination of all 
he saw, was, when the angel brought him 
into the inner court of the Lord’s house 


at Jerusalem, and behold at the door of 


the temple of the Lord between the porch 
and the altar, were about 25 men (per- 
haps Jaazaniah, or the High Priest, and 
the 24 priests) with their backs towards 
the temple of the Lord and their faces 
towards the East; and they worshipped 
the sun towards the East (Ezekiel viii: 
16). No wonder that we learn soon af- 
ter that the Shekinah glory of the Lord 
and the winged Cherubim left the tem- 
ple, the city, and the land of Israel. 


The next miraculous event connected 
with the sun and the city of Jerusalem is 
recorded in the New Testament, in the 
Gospel according to Luke, chapter xxiii, 
verse 44, where we are told that when 
the Lord Jesus Christ was on the cross 
“about the sixth hour (that is at mid- 
day) there was a darkness over all the 
earth (or land) until the ninth hour, and 
the sun was darkened (or the sun’s light 
failing) and the veil of the temple was 



























rent in the midst.” This marvelous 
sign of the sympathy of physical nature 
with the sufferings of its Creator the Son 
of God, is attested by heathen writers as 
well as by the first Hebrew-Christian: 
(Matthew xxvii:45; Mark xv:33} 
Surely the blackness of midnight well 
befitted the darkest deed that mankiné 
ever committed when at the instigation 
of that Old Serpent the Devil they 
sought to get rid finally of the only hope 
of Israel and the nations, the appointed 
Savious and Sacrifice for the sins of the 
whole world. But though the sun was 
temporarily eclipsed, it shone out agaif 
bright as before, and though Jesus Chris 
died for our sins according to the Scrip- 
tures He rose again for our justification, 
and the light and warmth that come from 
the finished work of Christ on the cross 
shall yet fill the earth with beauty and 
blessings. .

Ezekiel 34:23, 
24; 37:24, 25. As the 120 in that upper 
room through the outflow of the Holy 
Spirit received imparted power and au- 
thority to go forth and convert Jews, be- 
ginning at Jerusalem and Judea, so at 
the specifically appointed period of these 
latter days in a million times larger 
measure will the Holy Spirit descend 
upon all repentant Israel according to 


Joel 2:28, 29, which thus far has never 
been fulfilled. 


The wholesale conversion of the mill- 
ions of Israel is prophetically illustrated 
in Ezekiel 37:1-14 and Romans xi:24 to 
end. The concluding chapters of Isaiah, 
Ezekiel and Zechariah predict the joy 
and blessing among all nations that will 
follow Israel’s final conversion. This is 
what the werd of God has to say. While 
this may seem to many Calvanistic and 
unsatisfactory, I have no apology to of- 
fer except the unfailing authority of 
God’s word. “The Gospel is indeed the 
power of salvation unto all that believe 
in Christ to the Jew first,” but why did 
not Paul, the man who penned those 
lines through the Holy Spirit, convert 
his own father and mother, sisters and 
brothers, and relatives living at Tarsus— 
to Christ? Why did not Jesus’ preach- 
ing cohvert all Nazareth and Caper- 
naum, full of Jews, to his Gospel? They 
all admired his words so full of grace 
and beauty—yet none was converted! 
Jesus said: “No one cometh unto me ex- 
cept the Father draw him,” and “him 
that cometh unto me I will in no wise 
cast out.”’ The trouble is they will not 
come (John 5:40. The trouble is. they 
did not then and do not now believe the 
Torah, nor what Moses recorded in Le- 
viticus and Jesus:of Nazareth positively 
stated these very words to the multitudes 
gathered at Jerusalem: “If ye believe not 
Moses’ writings, how shall ye believe 
My words?” John 5:47.. Now to go 
on preaching and pounding into the spir- 
itually hardened, Christ, will be as re- 
sultless as it was in the days that our 
Lord walked the streets of- Palestine! 
But this does not prevent us from get- 
ting a clew from the New Testament 
Scriptures how to approach some spirit- 
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How did our Saviour heal 
the blind? Did he not wait until the 
blind cried out for Him?. Did not they 
have to signify their desire, stating their 
helpless and lost condition—without this 
previous making public their inward 
need and desire there was. no healing re- 
sult nor any benefit? Simply to preach 
Christ to Jews is not meeting the prob- 
lem; according to Mark’s Gospel the 
devils were the first ones to recognize 
and confess Christ and to call him “the 
Holy One of Israel,” and we are told that 
the devils prayed to Jesus and believe, 
obey and shudder. But all this mere su- 
perficial confessing, praying and believ- 
ing and shuddering does not radically 
affect human nature. Speak to blind 
about beautiful colors of rainbow and 


spectroscope, or speak to the deaf about 
Handel’s orations, Bethoven’s Sonatas 
and Mozart’s Symphonies, you might as 
well talk to the dead, what is true of the 
naturally born blind and deaf, is even 
more applicable to the spiritually hard- 
Bhedee Por avidivine purpose did ~Al- 
mighty Providence harden and blind Is- 
rael until the times of the Gentiles be ful- 
filled. When that hour strikes, the rap- 
ture of the Church will have taken place 
and God will in tenderest mercy turn to 
His people once more!

AARON ADOLPH SAPHIR, D. D.

Aaron Adolph Saphir was born in 
Budapest, September 18, 1831. His 
father, Israel Saphir, a Jewish merchant, 
was a man of deep learning and strict 
uprightness of character, well versed in 
all educational and philanthropic enter- 
prises among the Jews, a diligent stu- 
dent of the Scriptures, an ardent adher- 
ent of the faith of his forefathers, and a 
father zealously devoted to the training 
of his children in the faith and the fear 
of the Lord. 

His mother, whom Adolph very 
strongly resembled, was a member of one 
of the best families in God’s Israel, the 
Bondy family, which produced so many 
illustrious ones during successive gener- 
She was characterized by a win- 
some nature and a tender spirit. 

Their son, Adolph, who was honored 
to inherit the excellent disposition and 
sterling qualities of both the families of 
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his parents, attended the school of his 
father at the early age of four years, at 
which time already his appearance prom- 
ised the unfolding of a wonderful man. 
The mental activities which he mani- 
fested at school were very marked. At 
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nine years of age he passed the highest 
and last class, and at eleven a very hard 
examination was passed by him at the 
Gymnasium of Budapest to the startling 
surprise of his professors. At twelve he 
was converted to Christianity. In the 
same year he was sent to Edinburgh to 
be educated for the ministry in the Free 
Church, and while there he acquired a 
ceood knowledge of the English language 
with Dr, Alfred Edersheim. In a year 
and a half he went to Berlin, where he 
remained till 1848. His deep spirituality 
protected him against the evil mists of 
German rationalism. In 1851 he became 
a student in the Free Church College at 
Edinburgh, received his B. A. (M. A.) 
degree from the Glasgow University in 
1854, and had conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of D. D. by the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh in 1878. 

His conversion was brought about in 
a remarkably providential manner. When. 
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he was but eight years old, a revival 
broke out in Scottland, out of which 
were begotten earnest intercessions by 
many for the salvation of Israel. A fur- 
ther step was taken in a meeting of a 
number of zealous Christians for the 
purpose of determining the duty of 
Christians towards God’s covenant peo- 
ple. This resulted in the sending forth 
of representatives to Palestine and other 
countries populated by Jews in search of 
open doors for Gospel work among them. 


Four men, Drs. Keith, Black, Mc- 
Cheyne and Andrew Bonar, sailed from 
Dover. Although Jews were both nu- 
merous and needy of the Gospel in Hun- 
gary, it was not their intention to visit 
that country and establish missions on 
account of the intolerant attitude of the 
government. But God’s plan was far 
above theirs. On their way from Egypt 
to Palestine on their camels, a serious 
accident occurred to Dr. Black, and the 
impression they received from this divine 
interpretation led them (Drs. Black and 
Keith) to avoid returning that same way 
and to travel through Austria on their 
homebound journey. They came_ to 
Budapest and, passing through, they, of 
course, improved the opportunity of in- 
quiring into the condition of the Jews. 

At this place Dr. Keith became dan- 
gerously ill and was sick for weeks. 
Maria Dorothea, wife of Archduke Josef, 
viceroy of Hungary and uncle to the 
Kaiser, was a pious and sincere Chris- 
tian. Death had bereft her of her son 
and in her sore affliction she found such 
a measure of consolation in the Word of 
God, that for gratitude she neglected no 
opportunity of doing good. In her min- 
istries she also visited Dr. Keith in his 
sickness and provided for his nursing. 

‘Upon his recovery Dr. Keith received 
from her the assurance that she, as prin- 
cess, would protect mission work among 
the Jews to the utmost of her power, if 
the Church would undertake the task. 
Keith returned to Scottland with the firm 
conviction that God Himself had pointed 
out’ Budapest as a favorable center for 
Jewish work. However, it was not until 
after much opposition by the Church that 
that he succeeded in persuading them to 
launch out and begin operations right 


there. Consequently, Dr. Duncan and 
two comrades, Smith and William Win- 
gate were sent and the Pesth Mission 
was opened. 

During his sickness, Keith, seeking a 
reliable person through whom he might 
become acquainted with the state of the 
Jews, found him in Israel Saphir, who, 
already at that time was secretly inquir- 
ing into the question of Jesus being the 
promised Messiah. His brother, a poet, 
had already embraced Christianity. This 
was at first shocking to Israel Saphir, 
but by and by he sought to gain an un- 
derstanding of the matter and to find 
reasonable justification for the condtct 
of his brother. Having a trained think- 
ing mind and a love for books, he pro- 
cured all the volumes possible that treat- 
ed on the credibility of Christianity. It 
is well to know that he gave up his busi- 
ness and delved heart and soul in the 
study of languages and modern science. 
He had a thorough knowledge of the 
Hebrew, was familiar in German, French 
and English literature, and devoted much 
time to philosophical and_ theological 
studies. 


Keith took much interest in Israel Sa- 
phir and Dr. Duncan upon his arrival 
sought to make his acquaintance. With 
his son Adolph by his side, whom he was 
wont to call his little Benjamin because 
of his constant companionship with his 
father, Israel Saphir regularly attended 
Dunean’s services, listening to the ser- 


,- mons mainly for the purpose of acquir- 


ing a better English, but, as he was in- 
quiring into the subject of Christianity, 
it is certain that he was also seeking for 
Christ. He longed to know if Jesus was 
the Messiah that was to come and re- 
deem His people. Is he the fulfillment 
of the law? Light came gradually. At 
last, persuaded that Jesus was the One 
of whom Moses and the prophets spoke, 
both father and son came with troubled 
spirit and both found rest and peace ot 
soul. 

It was in the spring of 1843 that he 
faced the loss of all things—wealth, 
friends, reputation—boldly confessed 
Christ and asked for baptism. There 
stepped out with him his wife, his little 
Benjamin (Adolph), three daughters, 
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and an elder son, Philip, then a medical 
student and afterwards founder of the 
Pesth Mission School. All these except 
Philipp were baptized the same day. A 
certain one writes of the Saphir family : 
“Well might the eminent Professor De- 
litzsch, in his letter to the General As- 
sembly some years ago, remark, with 
playful allusion to the name Saphir, that 
the foundation of the Pesth Mission is 
laid in sapphires.” 

On the occasion of his baptism, Israel 
Saphir addressed a large congregation 
of both Jews and Protestants, to whom 
he solemnly and powerfully witnessed of 
three things: First, the truth of the Gos- 
pel; second, the realization of them in 
his own heart; and third, the transforma- 
tion of faith and life which, he declared, 
pointing to his wife and children around 
him, he had witnessed in them also. The 
scene was most affécting. His hearers 
were surprised to hear from his lips the 
story of the conflict between sin and 
grace and the fact of a new life begotten 
by the Holy Ghost; for, according to 
their conception, the conversion of a Jew 
consisted in an outward renouncement of 
Jewish belief and the formal acceptance 
of the Christian religion, nothing more. 
His simple, but sincere, words were 
clothed with such a divine power as to 
compel the closest attention of the au- 
dience and to send the arrow of convic- 
tion home to many hearts. Through 
the medium of the press his message was 
given a still wider circulation and it made 
a deep impression on the mind of the 
Jews throughout the whole country. 


On the evening of the day of his bap- 
tism, touching scenes were witnessed in 
the Saphir home, as related by Mr. Car- 
lyle, biographer of Adolph Saphir and of 
William Wingate: “The evening of the 
day of Mr. Saphir’s baptism was spent 
by Mr. Wingate and myself with his 
family in his own house. The joy, the 
peace, the love that reigned among its 
members I shall not attempt to describe. 
The calm but fresh and fervent zeal of 
the father, kindling ever anew as we con- 
versed together about the things of the 
kingdom; the cheerful restfulness that 
suffused the but lately anxious and care- 
worn countenance of the prudent mother ; 


the tears that bedewed the face of the 
eldest daughter, who could in this form 
find the only outlet for her inward glad- 
ness of heart ; and the radiant look of the 
little Benjamin of the family, as he clung 
to the neck of his beloved teachers, the 
very picture of a happy child—these 
things were life to our souls. The ser- 
yant of the family looked on in wistful 
bewilderment, wondering what! all this 
could mean. On that night, impressions 
were left on her heart which, later on, 
issued in her conversion. After praying 
with them all, and exhorting them to 
continue steadfast in the grace of God, 
we took our leave, feeling that we had 
been in one of the antichambers of 
heaven.” 

It will be interesting to make brief 
mention of the Revival Days of the Pesth 
Mission in connection with which the 
Saphirs were converted. On the first 
day of the year (1843), a Sabbath Day, 
there was held a Communion service at 
night in an upper room, secretly, for fear 
of the Jews and an intolerant govern- 
ment. The place seemed filled with the 
conscious presence of the risen Lord, 
who had entered by closed doors and ap- 
peared in the midst of the assembled be- 
leversarDeep- silence’ pervadedy 9 the 
room. Now and then a deeply-moved 
heart would burst into sobs. The work- 
ing of God spread rapidly all around. 
The days of the missionaries were crowd- 
ed with earnest inquirers for salvation 
from early morning until late at night. 
One soul after another manifestly passed 
from darkness into the kingdom of light. 
The new converts were born into and 
lived in an atmosphere of prayer. Often 
whole nights, of their own accord and 
without the leaders of the work knowing 
it, were spent in prayer by them. 

Many years after, Mr. Tomary, one of 
the early converts, wrote of those times, 
saying: “Every meeting, every service, 
every gathering, was telling, kindling, 
drawing, convincing and_ converting. 
ic ait No other Jewish mission in the 
wide world ever had such times. Pesth, 
of the period, remains quite peerless. In 
those days we used to spend the best part 
of Saturday night in prayer, that the 
Lord might bless the preaching of His 
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Word next day. And will a prayer-an- 
swering God leave unheeded such peti- 
tions? Never!’ 

The work spread in all directions. 
Souls were convicted and saved. The 
whole of Pesth was shaken and there was 
a great stir among the Jews, which num- 
bered about fourteen thousand, and the 
tidings of God’s wonderful doings 
reached into the distant parts of the coun- 
try. In such a time and under such cir- 
cumstances, the Saphirs were reached 
and won for Christ. 

In one of his addresses on his early life 
and experiences, Dr, Adolph Saphir said 
(Translated from German): “Perhaps 
no one of you, my listeners, knows what 
it means to live without the knowledge 
of the incarnation of Christ, and what it 
means to wrestle for the incomprehensi- 
ble and infinite God apart from the light 
and comfort of the Mediator, and how 
enjoyable and assuring the peaceful light 
is that comes through a recognition of 
Jesus as the Son of God, in whom the 
Father is revealed. In my youth | was 
raised and instructed in the synagogue 
that there is an infinite incomprehensible 
Spirit, far above us yet omnipotent. 
Much emphasis was laid upon the one- 
ness and unity of God. But this vague 
and empty monotheism left the mind in 
darkness and the heart in coldness and 
loneliness. ) 

“There was another and better course 
of study which influenced me. It was 
the history of the (Israelitish) nation as 
given in the books of Moses, the Psalms 
and the Prophets, and set forth in the 
feasts of Israel. Here I met with no 
abstract idea of the divine oneness, but 
came in contact with the loving God, 
who appeared to Abraham and talked 
with him, and who led Israel through the 
wilderness and dwelt among them. And 
then, bringing down to the present the 
kind and good and “human” aay of re- 
vealing Himself and dwelling among 
men, as then to His people, I wondered 
why He was not with us now, known, 
loved and worshipped. 


“One day I was searching for a cer- 
tain book in my father’s library, and 
there fell upon my eye the title of a book 
called “The Incarnation of Christ.” The 
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thought struck me like a thunderbolt and 
my soul was filled with a glad solemnity. 
O, thought I, that must be very precious, 
if God became man and visited us! © 

“A while later I heard of Jesus and 
read the Four Gospels. I consciously 
perceived here the same presence of God, 
the living, humane, redeeming and holy 
God that revealed Himself to our fathers. 
I felt, here is Jehovah. All darkness 
disappeared. The great yet indescrib- 
able glory was made to shine forth upon 
us in the perfect, peaceful and holy coun- 
tenance of the man Christ Jesus. 
Peniel! I have seen God face to face 
and my life is preserved. Faith in 
Jesus, the Son of God, is not a mere ar- 
ticle of faith or an empty theological 
speculation, but an expenrience of the 
soul, a real heart life. This is the secret 
of godliness.” 

Dr. A. Saphir was a theologian, of the 
evangelical school. Many of his lec- 
tures and pamphlets were intended to 
controvert the rationalistic theories of the 
German critics. His ability to expound 
the Scriptures at a very early age already 


led even the Jews to remark of him, that, 


“the Holy Ghost had fallen upon Sa- 
phir’s son.” Like Alfred Edusheim, he, 
by his intimate knowledge of Jewish 
manners and literature, threw much light 
on Biblical study. 


In 1852, charles Kingsley wrote to 
him: “To teach us the real meaning of 
the Old Testament and its absolute unity 
with the New, we want not more Hebrew 
scholars, but Hebrew spirits—Hebrew 
men.” He is well worthy of the inscrip- 
tion written over his long ministry in the 
title given to his biography, namely, 
“Mighty in the Scriptures.” In his 
knowledge of the Holy Spirit and of the 
contents of the books of the Bible, there 
are few men of God who, in this or any 
other age, rank near or equal with him. 
He was of a genuine Jewish type of mind 
and knowledge, endowed with the char- 
acteristic spirit ‘of the Saphir family, 
fresh and original in thought and expres- 
sion, and above all, endued with the 
Spirit of power and made to shine with 
the light of the Scriptures. 

He ministered in various places during 
a busy service of nearly forty years. In 
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1854, he was licensed by the Belfast 
Presbytery and appointed missionary to 
the Jews at Hamburg. But, on account 
of the Austrian government demanding 
his extradition on account of the non- 
performance of military service, he re- 
signed and settled in South Shields, 
1856. At successive places of his min- 
istry, he began work as follows: Green- 
wich, 1861; Notting Hill, 1872; Bel- 
grave Presbyterian Church, 1872. Dur- 
ing his ministry at the West End of Lon- 
don, a congregation of a thousand en- 
joyed his spiritual expositions. His lec- 
tures on the Epistle to the Hebrews were 
delivered in the winters of ’72-'73 and 
‘74-75 to large congregations of every 
evangelical branch of the church. “This 
was the greatest triumph of his career,” 
writes his biographer. 

In later life he took much interest in 
the endeavors of Rabbi Lichtenstein and 
Rabinowich to convert to Christianity 
the Jews of Hungary and South Russia. 
In 1887 he was chosen president of an 
association in London to assist them, en- 
titled the ‘““Rabinowich Council.” 

His chief publications are: From 
Death to Life: or, Bible Records of Re- 
markable Conversions, 1861; 2. Christ 
and the Scriptures, 1867; 3. Lectures on 
the Lord’s Prayer, 1870; 4. Christ Cru- 
cified, Lectures on 1 Corinthians II, 
1873; 5. Expository. Lectures on the 
Epistle to the Hebrews, 1874-76; 6. 
Rabinowich and His Mission to Israel, 
1888; 7. The Divine Unity of the Scrip- 
tures, 1892, edited by Gavin Carlyle. 

His whole life was a highly interesting 
one, full of remarkable occurrences and 
providences. He closed his career April, 
1891, dying of neuralgia of the heart. 
His only daughter, Asra, died young at 
South Shields. His wife, who was of a 
Dublin family, died four days previous. 
Thus Dr. Aaron Adolph Saphir went to 
his rest, but his God still lives.

A Short Biography. | 





Rey. A. R. Kuldell was. born in Kischi- 
neff in 1857. Among the fifty thousand 
Jews there were no reformers at that 
time. The mother of Brother Kuldell 
was not only orthodox, but very godly. 
It was her heart’s desire to see her son 
occupy the foremost position among the 
rabbis. To accomplish this she was will- 
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ing to sacrifice to the uttermost. Her 
wish was not to be fulfilled in the sense 
she intended, but in the sense God pur- 
posed for her. Her son became a skep- 
tic quite early in life and entered the 
world of business. He entered an ap- 
prenticeship as a watchmaker and jew- 
eler with the largest firm in that city. 
There he was liked so well that he was 
promised partnership in due time. He 
spent five busy and happy years in that 


business. : 


The Talmud he would still study some- 
times, but he loved the world, the flesh 
and the devil more than the religion of 
the Talmud, that never satisfied his long- 
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ing heart. There was a void which gaiety 
and frivolity could never fill. 

Then came a thin streak of light into 
that aching heart through a few pages of 
the New Testament which Jews had re- 
ceived from a missionary and torn, and 
which the wind blew under his feet. 
These he read with astonishment and de- 
light. The struggle began. The flesh 
fought against the spirit. There were 
so many considerations forbidding an 
open confession of Christ. The strugel 
was heart-breaking, and lasted over a 
year. At last, God gave the victory. 

He was baptized in the same church 
and by the same pastor by whom Rabbi 
Gurland was baptized. Then came the 
command, “Go out from thy land,” etc. 
A great official in the imperial court, 
Major General Obermueller, who led the 
Jewish youth to baptism, was willing to 
take him to St. Petersburgh into his own 
palace, but the pastor wisely dissuaded 
the young Christian from going to the 
splendors of court life. God led his foot- 
steps to Germany, into the circles of the 
children of God. 

He was longing to become a mission- 
ary to the heathen. He prepared him- 
self for the study of theology. God, 
however, led him to America instead of 
Africa. Here he spent five years in Cap. 
University, Columbus, Ohio, and was or- 
dained in 1883. 

Since 1886 he has been laboring in Al- 
legheny, Pa., among the Germans. He 
took hold of a broken down mission that 
was ready to disband, and by God's 
grace it has become a mother of many 
spiritual births and several other mis- 
sions. It has been seed sowing in tears, 
but some of the harvested sheaves are 
grand. 

There are dear friends of Israel among 
these Germans. The young, raised un- 
der the pastoral care of our Brother Kul- 
dell, are taught to pray for Israel, and 
many pay regular visits to the Jews and 
bring them missionary literature. If all 
our congregations. would do this, the 
missionary problem, so perplexing in this 
field of labor, would soon be solved. 

TWO DEATH-BEDS. 

In one of our most popular religious 

weeklies in the land, Brother Kuldell re- 
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lates the following incidents which can- 
not fail to interest our readers, for whose 
benefit we reproduce them here. He 
writes: 1. When a boy sixteen or seven- 
teen years of age, gloomy days came over 
our family. My dear mother was laid 
on a bed of sickness, which was to be- 
come her death-bed. She was the light 
of my life, as I was the delight of her 
heart. She tried to live a scrupulously 
religious life, according to all the tradi- 
tions of the Talmud. I looked up to her 
piety with religious veneration, but to me 
it looked burdensome and empty, for it 
was a piety of ceremonialism. In the 
hours of dissolution my heart was bleed- 
ing at the thought of separation. This 
wasgloom enough, but her agony of soul, 
her sense of unworthiness to appear be- 
fore a just and holy God, her dread of 
the future, the utter darkness which she 
felt herself entering, her vain grapplings 
of the things of sense as her anchor in 
the stormy sea of death—all this made 
the scene utterly appalling. | 


Gloom, dark and dismal, hung hence- 
forth over the horizon of my life. I 
wanted peace with God and the prospect 
of a happier exit than I witnessed in the 
case of mv beloved mother. I found no 
peace in ceremonial Judaism. I cried to 
the God of my fathers, Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob. In His mercy He heard the 
supplication of my heart and led me to 
the Fountain where the sinner is 
cleansed, the heart renewed and the 
mouth filled with the songs of victory 
that triumphs even in death. Oh, what 
a wonderful Saviour, this Jesus, whom I 
was taught to despise! He sought and 
found me in my native city in Kischineff, 
A. D. 1877. Since that time every fibre 
of my being has been consecrated to Him, 
who saved me from self-righteousness, 
superstition and gloom, and to my fel- 
lowmen for whose deliverance from the 
same fate I am spending and being spent. 

2. In the early years of my ministry, 
in a country parish in Ohio, | was called 
to see a sick lady in one of the congrega- 
tions belonging to the charge. She was 
a mother in Israel, ripe in years and meet 
for the inheritance of the saints in light. 

When I entered the room and had ex- 
changed a few words of greeting I told 
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her that she would*not die, but live and 
declare the works of the Lord., This 
seemed to disappoint her. She was will- 
ing, she said, to do and to suffer God’s 
will. The Lord had been so good to her. 
She had nothing but mercies. to recount. 
She had so many friends on earth. 
Everybody was glad to keep her. She 
had not an enemy. She loved every- 
body and everybody loved her. It was 
sweet to stay here. But she had a strong 
desire to depart and be with Christ, 
which was much better, and she wished 
the hour of her departure were at hand. 
I received more at that sick bed than I 
could give. 

After a few months I was called to 
that sick bed again. (It was a good dis- 
tance from the town I lived in.) When 
I approached her I saw that her hours on 
earth were counted. I told her that the 
Lord would soon come after the weary

The Brownsville and Williamsburg 
Christian Mission to the Jews, Brooklyn 
—Superintendent Leopold Cohn writes 
in the “Chosen People: “Myself, the co- 
workers, and other friends appreciate 
very much the wise and noble deed of the 
Woman’s Baptist Home Mission Society 
who, through Mrs Taylor, have given 
two lady workers to assist me in 
Brownsville and Williamsburg. They 
will take the place of Miss Raphael, who* 
was with us last summer. 


There are many societies who would 
not follow this example because they do 
not want to leave out the “I” and “We.” 
We want to have our own Mission they 
say. For putting in a missionary ina 
field not their own, means to lose their 
individuality. However, if they would 
only realize that they have never studied 
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how to do Jewish Mission work, how to 
win Jews for Christ, &c., they would, I 
believe, do likewise. 


The Chicago Hebrew Mission—The 
annual report of this growing work is 
given in the latest number of “The Jew- 
ish Era.” This mission was established 
1887 and incorporated 1891. Mrs, T. C. 
Rounds, Superintendent of the work, 
writes in her report: “It has been a year 
of prosperity, with less financial trial 
than many previous years, but we trust 
in this, as in the work, the Lord has 
given tis enough prosperity to keep us 
encouraged, and enough trial to keep us 
humble. The receipts of the mission for 
the year from all sources were $8,165.70 ;

Probst Faltine Summing Up His Work 
in Kischineff. 


The massacre of last Easter are to him 
and ought to be to us, an object lesson of 
the dreadfulness of God’s displeasure— 
which has been resting upon Israel for 
almost nineteen centuries. But He who 
scattered Israel shall gather them again. 
This is the comfort to the friends of 
God’s ancient people. Rom. 11. 

During the forty-four years of his 
pastoral labors in Kischineff, South Rus- 
sia, he baptized into: Christ 332 Israel- 
ites. Many more received the bread of 
life and went their way rejoicing, to be 
baptized somewhere else. 

1. Among his converts are three pas- 
tors in Russia, two in America, the 
writer being one of them, and one in 
Australia. One of these pastors in Rus- 
sia is now emeritus and is giving his 
ripest years to the gathering of the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel. Those 
who read Trusting and Toiling, the or- 
gan of the Mildmay Mission, of London, 
will know at once whom I mean when I| 
mention the name of Pastor Gurland, of 
Odessa. 

2. ‘Twenty-one of his converts were 
educated as deacons and deaconesses and 
are serving in the work of Home or For- 
eigen Missions. Several of them have 
already gone to glory. 

3. Twenty-three are teachers. Some 
were teachers before conversion, others 
were educated afterwards. One is now 
Director or President of a Russian Col- 


- lege. 


4. From the. profession of Jurists 
nine received baptism at his hands. Some 
of them are pious confessors of their Re- 
deemer—one has left quite a legacy to 
the church—others again have joined the 
modern movement of a humane Chris- 
tianity. 

From the profession of medicine 
seven confessed the Lord Jesus and 
joined the Church of Christ by baptism. 
Some of these are eminent disciples of 
their King Jesus. 

6. From Technical schools four have 
been gained for Christ and are leading 
Christian lives. 

7e Thirteen -convetiss. have” #been 
trained for mercantile pursuits and have 
proved very successful. 

8. From druggists only two were 
gained. 

If all these converts were at one place 
what a power for good they would be. 
But they are dispersed all over the 
world. This is another feature in Jew- 
ish missions. ‘The writer has only bap- 
tized a dozen Jews in his ministry, but 
where are they? In Petersburg, Russia, 
in Japan, in England, in Illinois, in Ohio, 
in Pennsylvania. We are the people of 
the dispersion. 

ANOTHER POINT OF OBSERVATION. 


Probst Faltine believed that his mis- 
sion was for the converts and not the 
converts for the mission. He never 
used them to advertise himself or his 
mission—he relied upon a bountiful God 
and upon the liberality of His children 
and verily he was fed. His larger fam- 
ily of converts in the Home where com- 
petent men instructed them in the Scrip- . 
tures, was always well provided for. 

Then he always felt the keenest inter- 
est in those baptized by him. He spent 
time, strength and money, that they 
should become useful members of the 
Church and society. 

To baptize the Jews and then let him 
go around from church to church giving 
the story of his conversion and receiving 
a little consideration therefor—is silly 
and heartless. We have no space nor 
time to give reasons for these assertions, 
but the intelligent, thinking reader will 
need no reasons. 

The newly. converted need pastoral 
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care, they need wise and efficient instruc- 
tions. from one in whom ability and in- 
tegrity they have the utmost confidence. 


They need the warm atmosphere of 
wise, intelligent love, if healthy develop- 
ment should follow upon the new birth. 
Probst Faltine did not provide for every 
step in the development of his converts, 
but he always put them in good hands 
who gladly burdened themselves with 
this tremendous task of the Christian 
nurture of converts. 


We are still in the swaddling clothes 
as to Jewish missions in this land. Many 
mistakes have been made, but as soon as 
we show willingness to learn by the ex- 
perience of others, we are on the way of 
progress.

Affairs, in reply to Mr. Cathcart Wason’ 
said: A lease of 500 square miles of land’ 
on terms approved by his Majesty's 
Treasury, is now being arranged with 
the East Africa Syndicate. The selec- 
tion of the area was made last year by 
the local representative of the Syndicate 
in consultation with his Majesty’s Com- 
The lease will be subject to 
the provisions of the East Africa Crown 
Lands Ordinance, 1902, which is in the 
Library of the House, and under which 
the rights of natives are fully reserved. 
Negotiations are also in progress for the 
lease of certain forest lands in the vicin- 
ity of the coast to firms interested in the 
production and working of timber and 
rubber.—Jewish World. 





Jews and the War—The war between 
Russia and Japan has evoked much en- 
thusiasm on the part of the Russian 
Jews. One cable dispatch says that the 
Hebrew community of Grajevo crowded 
the synagogues on Saturday to pray for 
a Russian victory. The rabbi compared 
the Japanese to the Amalekites, “the 
memory of whom would be wiped out.” 
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The congregation raised : a patriotic sub 
scription. 

Another dispatch brings the informa- 
tion that a remarkable incident in con- 
nection with the collection of the war 
fund is the fact that the Jews are coming 
to the front with subscriptions. At 
Charkoff the Jews have subscribed 42,- 
300 roubles, while Jews at Mohileff and 
Libau have given like amount. 

While this evidence of Jewish loyalty 
is being given, exaggerated statements 
as to the desertions of Jewish soldiers are 
being circulated. 





The Dreyfus Affair—Our Paris cor- 
respondent, writing last Monday, says: 
M. Boyer, Councillor at the Court of 
Cassation, forwarded on the 18th inst. to 
M, Chambaraud, President of the Crim- 
inal Chamber of the Court, his report on 
the Dreyfus case. M. Baudouin, Pro- 
cureur General of the Court of Cassation, 
will shortly present the conclusions at 
which he has arrived. The case will 
come on either on the 3d or the 1oth of 
March.—Jewish Chronicle. 





Kishineff Trial—A_ correspondent of 
the Times writes that the well-known ad- 
vocate, Paul Nicolaevitch Pereverzeff, 
who threw up his brief in the Kishineff 
trial as a protest against the unfair man- 
ner in which the trial was conducted, has 
been exiled for five years. He is to be 
sent to Yakoutsk, in the extreme ‘north- 
east of Siberia. A journalist and au- 
thor, M. Falbark, in consequence of his 
action at the time of the dissolution of 
the Congress on Technical Education 
which was recently held at St. Peters- 
burg, has been exiled for five years to the 
frost-bound government of Archangel. 
The president of the tenth section of the 
congress, M. Tcharnolausky, is now in 
prison. He refused to allow a M. Stef- 


anof to speak, on the ground that his 


hands were red with the blood of the 
Kishineff victims. Other members of 


the congress, M. Kremloff and M. Lav- 


renovitch, are also in prison.

Items of Interest. 


ANALYSIS OF THE JEWISH IMMIGRA- 
TION.—The total Jewish immigration for 
the year was 76,203. Of these 43,985 
were males, and 32,218 females. 19,044 
were under fourteen years of age, 53,074 
from 14 to 45 years, and 4,085 over 45 
years. Of those above 14 years of age 
16t could read but not write, and 14,980 
could. neither read nor write; 4,648 
brought with them over $30, the others 
less than that sum. The total amount of 
money shown by them was $738,866. But 
1,269 had ever before been in the United 
States. 9QI were debarred; 706 because 
they were paupers, or likely to become 
public charges, 252 because of conta- 
giotts diseases, I idiot, I insane, 7 assist- 
ed immigrants, and 24 contract laborers. 
During the year 78 Jews were returned 
who had been in the country one year or 
less. 

Of the 136,093 steerage passengers 
from Russia but 47,689 were Jews, 18,- 
776 were Finnish; 10,485 were German; 
14,420 were Lithuanians; 39,548 Polish 
and 3,565 Russian. 

Of the 206,011 from Austria-Hungary 
there were but 18,759 Jews. Of the 4o,- 
o86 from Germany there were but 477 
Jews. Of the 9,310 from Roumania 
there were 8,562 Jews. 





ENGLISH IN THE CHEDER (SCHOOL. ) 

The “Jewish Comment,” discussing 
the advisability of giving religious in- 
struction to Jewish children in English 
instead of in Jargon, asks: 

‘How many care to have the instruc- 


tion conducted in the language which is 


to be the child’s mother tongue? How 
many fathers, recognizing the chasm be- 
tween themselves and their children, are 
content to bridge it by the translation of 
their symbols into their children’s? The 
blunder of fighting against the needs of 
the latter is egregious,’ as all that the 
father strives for can be realized in them 
if he would only grant that they are dif- 
ferent from him and that. his Judaism 


will bear acclimatization. 





Jewish ViEw oF~ Lasor.—Jewish 
writers and thinkers have always consid- 
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ered labor dignified indeed as the “Jew- 
ish Voice” rightly says: “No honest la- 
bor, no matter of what kind it be, is to be 
regarded as low. The Jewish sages 
warn us against considering any sort of 
honest work as below our dignity, and, 
surely, if labor is thus dignified, the la- 
borer is accordingly raised in our estima- 
tion. In these troublesome days and 
conflicts between Labor and Capital there 
can be no question, from a purely Jewish 
standpoint, as to which of the two is to 
have our sympathies, provided labor al- 
ways confines itself to honesty, modesty 
and peaceable intentions. Never say: 
“T am a great man, I am a priest, but do 
any kind of work in order to avoid de- 
pendence upon others,’ is one of the 
grand maxims of the ancient Jewish 
sages.” | 

A recent decision of interest to our 
readers is one by Judge Harris, of New- 
ark, N. J. It upholds a contract exe- 
cuted on Sunday, where both of the par- 
ties were Jews and recognized Saturday 
as the Sabbath. Decision was in favor 
of the plaintiff on a suit for violation of 
contract. 

The death of Karl Emil Franzos, the 
eminent Jewish writer, removes a nota- 
ble figure from fhe ranks of the few real 
Jewish novelists. There are novelists 
who are Jews, as, for instance, the late 
B. L. Farjeon, but there are few who are 
Jewish. Karl Emil Franzos belonged 
to the latter category. He was imbued 
with an intense love for his people, and 
although he was a member of the Ger- 
man Nationalist Party, he never failed 
to remember that he was born a Jew, and 
this sense of fidelity is reflected in all his 
Jewish novels and sketches. 





Curr RAsst FLAMNIO SERvI.—The 
death is announced from Casale Mon- 
ferrato, Italy, on January 23, of Cava- 
liere Flamnio Servi, Chief Rabbi of that 
city since 1874. He was editor of the 
Italian Jewish paper, “Il Vessilo Israel- 
itico,’’ now in its fifty-second year. The 
deceased rabbi was a member of a num- 
ber of academies and other learned socie- 
ties in Italy and abroad. 


Goop Worxk.—The members present 
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at the meeting of the Hebrew Technical 
Institute had the opportunity of listening 
to a record of another year’s good work. 
As the proof of the pudding is in its eat- 
ing, so the value of this institute is 
shown best by the practical test of work- 
manship displayed by its graduates and 
reflected by the salaries earned by them. 
The address of Mr. L. B. Marks was il- 
luminating in this direction as well as to 
the work done by the pupils. That there 
is always a waiting list shows the need 
of educational work such as is done by 
the Hebrew Technical Institute. 


Notes. 


There live in St. Petersburg, Russia, 19,229 
Jews, of these 4,748 are engaged in the Needle 
Industry, either as producers or as merchans; 
11,125 are lithographers, and printers and 
1,655 are stone masons and metal workers; 380 
are doctors, 190 dentists, 258 druggists, 208 
lawyers, 423 literateure, 268 are in the army 
and navy and three are in the police service. 





Six years ago there died in Lipto Szt- 
Miklos, Austria-Hungary, a rich Jew by the 
name of Samuel Herz. Although he was 
known to have been a considerably wealthy no 
money or valuables or a will could be found, 
and the president of the Jewish community 
gave the clothes of the man to the “Shammes” 
of the synagogue. Recently, on overhauling 
an old coat, the ‘“Shammes” found sown in the 
lining papers to the value of 500,000 crowns, 
about $100,000 and a will bequeathing one- 
third of the money to the Jewish community 
for the erection of a school and two-thirds to 
the Chevra Kadisha for the poor. The rela- 
tives contested the testament but without suc- 
cess. 





Many Jews at Merov, Pendshensk and other 
places in the Transcaspian territory, who are 
Persian subjects, have been ordered to leave 
for Persia by January 1, 1904. The unfortu- 
nate people appealed to the Governor and af- 
terwards to the Minister of War, pointing out 
that they were born in those places, but their 
request was refused. The Jews then sent a 
telegraphic petition to the Tsar, and they have 
now been informed that their expulsion has 
been deferred till January I, 1905. 





A number of Jewish merchants at Warsaw 
asked the Minister of Public Instruction for 
authority to establish at their own expense a- 
college of modern education on condition that 
75 per cent. of the pupils should be Jews. The 
application has been refused. 





According to a Polish paper, the Minister of 
the Interior proposes to restrict the ‘domicil- 
iary rights of Jews in Russian Poland.

THE RELIEF WORK OF THE 
- MISSION. 





BY MRS. RUBEN. 





During the season of severe winter 
months, it was our work to make period- 
ical visits in the Jewish district, to be 
about the Master’s business of helping 
and comforting the poor and needy. 
The Jewish community presents an ad- 
mirable field for the student of the social 
question. Ghetto life is a world of itself. 
‘he contrast between a well orderel 
Jewish home where the comforts of life 
are as much in evidence as among their 
Christian or Gentile neighbors and the 
hovels of poverty, dirt and misery which 
one can see in an afternoon’s visitation 
among the poor sons and daughters of 
Jacob is enough to make one cry out! 
How long oh Lord before the captivity 
of thy people will be turned? Many 
times our hearts were made faint at the 
sight of so much misery. It will be 
impossible to take you with us to all the 
scenes we have visited but shall try and 
picture a few to you as we select them 
from our note book. 

1. Wewill first bring you to a poorly 
furnished home of two rooms where nine 
people make their abode A father, 
mother, six small children and the grand- 
mother, a precious soul 78 years old. 


This dear old lady has been very ill and 
so much in need of a convalescent home. 
The family had so much sickness during 
the past year, the father being ill for 
nine months and no one able to earn 
anything. The oldest boy is apprenticed 
to a tailor, receiving no pay. The two 


older children attend school, ‘the two 
little ones are at home, all poorly clad. 
This is a respectable Jewish home, they 
shrink from the thought that others may 
know of their poverty, and about their 
struggles. The father, a huckster by 
trade, could work very little all winter, 
and the dear old lady feels so keenly the 
burden she is to her son. She has other 
children in other cities, but they seem 
unable to help her, only once in awhile 
a quarter of a dollar is sent to her, and 
she is continually thanking God for this 
son who is so loyal to his mother. It 
was such a privilege to minister to this 
family, to do the little things, to relieve 


when distress seems so dire, and relief 
came as from heaven. Their apprecia- 
tion was the keener, because we did not 
come in the name of the synagogue, but 
in the name of Jesus, and they could 
hardly understand that we could show 
so much interest in them. Thus we had 
the opportunity to speak to them of the 
consolation of Israel, our hope which is 
in Israel’s Messiah. The old lady told 
us of her waiting for the coming of 
Messiah, that she prayed every day for 
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his coming, a prayer found in the ortho- 
dox Jewish prayer book. 


2. From a list in our note book, we 
could describe other homes, picture the 
poverty of families and contrast the lights 
and shadows of this wonderfulcity. Let 
us mention just another family consisting 
of parents and six children. Here abject 
poverty existed. Father could find no 
work, mother distracted because the 
children -cried for bread. We seemed 
like angels from heaven to them. How 
we thank God that we could minister to 
these and others, God bless the dear 
friends who sent us clothing, groceries 
and some money which we could divide 
among these very needy. Only last 
week Mrs. Gondret called again, and 
found the family once more in dire dis- 
tress. The Jewish charities had sent 
them and others coal, but that would not 
satisfy a craving hunger. Bread was 
procured at once and that evening Mrs. 
Gondret and another of our workers 
went down with baskets of food. And 
praise be to Jehovah—Jesus. 


3. In a narrow alley, not far from 
Fifth avenue with its bustle and life, in 
a dingy room lay a poor Jew, for the 
past two years sick unto death from 
paralysis. Nota ray of sunshine in this 
apology for a home, oh the squalor and 
poverty, merciful Lord, look down in 
pity upon the slain of thy people. Shall 
we describe the wan and weary face of 
the wife worn out from so long a vigil. 
His soul bas since departed, but not till 
the message that Jesus is Israel’s Mes- 
siah had been given him, for my dear 
husband had told us of a visit at this 
home and how he had opportunity to 
pray for the dying man and his wife in 
the name of Jesus. 


4. It seems to us that the Jewish 
community greatly needs a_ hospital. 
There is a movement on foot toward this 
end, but somehow the wealthy Hebrews 
have not yet responded to the project. 
We hope they may very soon, while we 
have pictured and very mildly at that, 
the great poverty found among them, on 
the other hand there is also great wealth, 
and surely great hearts throbbing with 
pity and compassion for the sick and 
afflicted. May this report be a means of 
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blessing to the commonwealth of Israel, 
make many friends for them among Jews 
and Gentiles. 


Our Monthly Prayer Meeting. 


The monthly prayer meeting was held 
in the mission parlor on Tuesday, March 
1. The attendance was good, consider- 
ing that our friends had been attending 
many of the meetings of the great revival 
held in our cities. First Vice President 
W. M. Holmes, as chairman, led the de- 
votional exercises. -Rev. Dr. E. M. 
Wood, pastor of the Fifth Avenue M. FE. 
Church, who has recently published a 
pamphlet on “The Jews and the New 
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Testament,” to which attention is direct- 
ed in our “Book Review,” gave an in- 
spiring address. The central thought 
was, “Be kind to the Jews.” We ap- 
pend a few of the.thoughts of the ad- 
dress as follows: 


“In our efforts. to lead the Jews to accept 
the New Testament and Christ, we should be 
kind to them. They are not ignorant, but 
among them-are many fine scholars and busi- 
ness men. We should present to them not 
theories but facts. The New Testament is a 
great fact, which they have produced, as the 
writers were Jews. They were the first mis- 
sionaries to us the Gentiles. We are proud of 
them, as Peter, John and Paul, and let us te- 
turn the missionary favor to them.-as a race. 

“Jesus is a fact brought to the world through 
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their ancestors. Whatever there is in the 
New Testament they have put into it. If 
Christians had changed that record in order 
to favor their views, as against them, it would 
have been pointed out long ago. That record 
Says over and over again that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Messiah. 

“Of the Jews then, we can truthfully say it 
is their book, the best they have ever given to 
the world. It is a fact that the New Testa- 
ment is being sold and given to them by the 
thousand annually. They are making great 
concessions. They are holding their religious 
services on the Christian Sabbath, and like the 
early Christians they may for a time observe 


missionary interest, and missions to the 
Jews were started. Some had spent all 
night in intercession for Israel. The 
conviction came to us to wait on the 
Lord in like manner. The Friends of 
Israel were asked to join us in a series of 
all-night prayer services to be held the 
second Tuesday in January, in February 
and in March. At the first meeting quite 
a company had come from the Butler 
Street M. EF. Church, with Dr. Marlette, 
the pastor, remaining part of the night. 
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two days. The rabbis sometimes take at least 
part of their text for their sermons from the 
New Testament. Instead of crying away with 
him, they speak of Jesus as the greatest rabbi 
who ever lived, and some have said, if he were 
to come to-day they would receive him. 

“Many of the rabbis meet on a common plat- 
form with Christian ministers. These are 
great concessions and they are sincere. Dur- 
ing the past few years many learned rabbis 
and others have accepted the New Testament 
and Christ. They should be taught not to 
wait for his second coming, but to receive him 
now. What a great power they would be in 
favor of Christianity.” 


All-Night Prayer Meetings. 


At one of our weekly prayer meetings 
last December, Brother Chalmers said 
that much prayer was made at the be- 
ginning of the 19th century in behalf of 
Israel.

The formér tract deals with fulfilled proph- 
ecy as credentials of the inspiration of the 
Bible. Under the head of prophecies yet to be 
fulfilled, the author advocates what is called 
the “historic” theory as to Daniel and the 
Apocalypse, regarding the Papacy and the 
Ottoman Empire as the “beast and false 
prophet.” In the “Jew in Prophecy” there are 
brief expositions, mostly Scripture quotation, 
upon Israel's return. 

The author, however, writes from the stand- 
point of the Anglo-Israel theory, regarding 
Kngland as the “stick of Ephraim.” 
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
